Later on a second wave of Germans 
inmigrated to Russia again at the in- 
vitation of the . Tsarina and founded 
sprawling settlemens around the Black 
Sea between Bessarabia and the Crimea, 

These industrious Russian Germans 
qulckly earned respect and gained pro- 
sperlty by dint of hard work. Their 
comparative prosperity led to’ a kind of 
population explosion and they had to 


spread thelr wings and establish new

Just a few years later when the colle 
tive farms were forcibly set up there wêre 
new difficulties for this ninori 
1930 thousands of Russian Germans had 
declded to return to their homeland. 
However, only a rélatively small group — 
something in the region of 5,000 — 
realised this ain. The vast majoritiy 
stayed whore they were and although 
Innocent of all that was hanpening 
around them they wero involved in the 
bloody Loils of the Second World War, 

Stalin dissolved the Volga Republle 
overnight in 1941 and in the most 
appalling circumstances sent lhis group of 
peuple lo Siberia. 

The Black Sea Germans suffered u 
slightly kinder fale, The Germans pushed 
the front through their terrlory and they 
hud a-brlef apoll uf respite on thelr own 
territory. Luter they wêre able io relurıt 
to Germany surrounded and protecled by 
the Third Rolch's armed forces. 

Some, lıowover, could not oscupe In 
lime and were ovyertuken by tho Red 
Army. Their fato was the same as that of 
Iho Yolgn Germans, They, (00, were 
banishod to Siberia, - . 

Many other Germans (rom Galicia, 
Wolyn, Bessarabia and tho Ballic areas 
were captured by the Russlans in Wartlo- 

est Prussla, They, too, 
disappeared to Siborin, 

For many years the fate of tho Russian. 
Germans was uncertain. Only ii 1955 ment, 
whieh Konrad Adenauer visited Moscow 
was lere an amnesty for thls group 
granted by Nikita Khrushchev. 

Khrushchèv allowed them modest con: 


The Germans front ihe Volga trekked 
in the nineteenth contury to the foothills 
of tlio Urals and Dobruja, which was then 
Turkey. ‘Through allthis time, howevet, 
the Germans retalned thcir culture and 
above all their language. 

Calherine I1 generously granted them 
self-gavernmenl which gave then plenly 
of room for manoeuvre. The situation 
changed, however, aller 1871 when the 
privileges of the Germans were gradually 
withdrawn.

New Spencer play 
flops in Bonn 


1 is said to haye caused an unusual 

scaudal in England but the German 
premiere in Bonn (as one of 4 series of 
siudia productions) made it look like tlıe 
dramatisationı af a harmless novel.

daily rhythm. 

The animals selected for the experi- 
nıent are to be kept under observation for 
twelve months in a laboratory and then 
observed for another period of twelve 
months in orbit. 

Before now it has scarcely been pos- 
sible to keep creatures alive in space for 
such a long period. The main problem 
was supplying technical apparatus with 
energy. 

Energy needs must be kept Jow if 
sclentists want to carry out experiments 
over such a'long period of time. The 
Frankfurt team lıad therefore to find a 
small animal that could store food for 
some time, one that did not excrete much 
waste, one that can be kept sterile and 
one that reaches a sufficiently advanced 
age to make comparative measurements 
in the laboratory possible. 

While looking for this ideal creature Dr 
Lotz came across the leech. lt seemed to 
be the most suitable candidate for the 
experiment. 

The leech is a worm of between two 
and four inches in length that ean live for 
more than 25 years, It lives in ponds and 
freshwaler lakes, welghs about one gram 
and drinks anything up to ten millimetres 
of mammal’s blood as nutrition. 

Leeches can live for over a year on this 
quantity of blood. The problem of 
feeding creatures in long-term space eX 
periments was solved by choosing a leech 
~ 0 extra provision of energy is needod. 

By mesuring movemenls and Oxygen 
corisutiption simultaneously, roseurcliers 
were ùble to observe the leech’s meta- 
boalism at a state of rest and also when the 
creature was in movement, 

This gave certuln indicatlons on what 
metabolic changes there would bo when 
working in conditions of weightlessness. 

"There may alse be further indications 
about what might happen to the human 
organism but it Is too early (o make 
conjectures. The results must flrst be 
seen. 

Leeches consume human blood for 
example and conserve it in a sort of 
“refrigerator”, A Ihird rocket will be 
launched in the spring of 1971 from 
French.

Airconditioning in 
the home soon a 
commonplace 


lectrical gadgets are laking over 

housework step by step. Apart from 

refrigerators, washing machines and elec- 
trle cookers kitchens now include wash- 
ing up machines, deep freezes and electric 
or electronio grills. The next stage in 
modernising households in this country is 
full air-conditioning. 

According to a consumer advisory 
ceuıtre dealing with electrical equipment 
for household use washing up machines 
will become an essential part of the 
household in tle seventies. Already these 
machines are being manufactured and 
bought on a scale that puts them on a par 
with washing machines in the early 
sixties. 

In the firs six months of 1970 230,300 
washing up machines were manufactured, 
This was 33 per cent more than in the 
same period of 1969. Imports (up by 53 

jer cent) rose more sharply than exports 
twenty per cent), and in the first half of 
1970 129,500 washing up machînes came 
on the market. This was 49 per cent up 
on the January-June figures for 1969. 

At the moment about four out of every 
hundred own a washing up machine 
compared with the forty per cent that 
own a washing nıachine, 

Deep freezes are coming ito their own 
and in ordinary households deep freeze 
machines in the shape of a refrigerator 
rather than an icê-box. 

In Ihe first six months of 1970 produc- 
tlon of deep freezes increased by 88 per 
cent on the same period of 1969, and 

amounted to 101,700 units. Total pro- 
duction of deep freeze equipment, both 
iee-boxes and refrigerator-shapoed equip- 
ment, increased by {three per cenl to 
330,500 units. 

By the end of 1970 one household in 
five in the Federal Republic was thought 
l0 own a deep freeze but only one in Live 
of theso wes cupboard-shaped as opposed 
lo (he ice-box. 

Fxtraordinary increasos in. oulpul and 
sales of gtllls have been noted. In the first 
six months of 1970 production rose fo 
284,100 units. In Ihe first half of I969 
only 128,000 woro Food so the 
tincrease amoıtted to 122 por cont, 

Imports increased more sharply than 
exports once again and between Jonuary 
und June 1970 286,300 unils wore 
imported, an increase of 150 per cont o1 
the comparablo perlod of 1969, At the 
moment about one household in ten jn 
this country owns a grill.

All-electric, airconditioned houses are 
being built at the moment in many parts 
of the Federal Republic and it is expected 
that airconditioning will become ve:

The more political tensions are relaxed 
between countries, tho more industrial 
and commercial leaders are prepared to 
step up their cooperative ventures, In- 
creased economic cooperation may pro- 
mote one kind of political understanding 
or anothor.

It is quite likely that political bones of 
contention and differences of opinion 
will not as a result lose any of their 
significance.

Economically and politically there will 
be a remainder which stays unsolved, But 
in both spheres the Social.

contacts between the two countries, I 
consider this opinion correct and I know 
that powerful spokesmen for industry in 
this country share my views, 

But we must look at the other side of 
the coin. The most reasonable political 
agreement is of little use if it has no 
material content. This arrangement does 
not by any means stand alone but 
depends on economic relationships, the 
exchange of goods and of technological 
and sclentiflc knowhow. 

With such cooperation as the basis 
political relationships can also be thawed 
out. This is by no means a process that 
takes e of its own accord, as the 
example of the German Democratic Re- 
public clearly shows, I would like to give 
a stern warning against the naive bellef 
that mere economic contacts can replace 
political endeavours, Foreign trade is not 
a surrogate for foreign policies, But trade 
and cooperation could well provide fertile 
soil from which closer political tles may 


grow. 

This is particularly true when mutual 
trade and cooperation is carried out 
within the framework of long-term agree- 
ments, Negotiations between government 
members about such treaties are always a 
plece of. politics in their own right even 
though they are confined to a very 
specialised shere, 

I consider the five-year agreements that 
we have already concluded with ` some 
eastern European countries and which are 
still being negotiated with others to be a 
progressive step on. the economic and 
political plane; : ۰° 
. They involve more than the matter of 
simple trade and the conditions that wil] 
govern it. They provide the framework for 
a long-term proğramme of technological 
cooperation which will only reach frui-

TT world is becoming more highly 
industrialised all the time and the 
network of trade and other economic 
exchanges between countries İs becoming 
mors complicated.

There are individual rules governing the 
two spheres. Often politics and econo. 
mics are motivated by differing interests, 
Nevertheless the accord between them is 
unmistakable, 

The Brandt-Scheel government's efforts 
to bring about a better relationship with 
the countrleş in east and south-east 
Europa have shown this close connection 
particularly clearly, 

The Moscow Treaty of 12th August 
1970 e impetus to our discussions 
with Soviet Union on mutual econo- 
mic polioles And made the talks easier, 
The ‘Treaty has created a warmer and 
more friendly climate particularly with 
regard to economic cooperation.
